(Currently amended) A-An acid ^ composition Intended for the oral 
administration of active ingredients with unacceptable taste, which comprises from 
about 15 to about 30% of said active ingredient mixed with from about 50% to about 
85% of glyceryl stearate, and-glyceryi palmitostearaie and mixture s thereof ester of 
§lyGef©f««^a4atty-aeid, both percentages being of the total weight of the mixture of the 
composition, to which a wax is optionally added, and to which a surfactant is added, and 
wherein the composition is prepared by a spray-cooling process which produces a 
particle size of less than 350 urn. 

2. (Withdrawn) The composition as set forth in claim 1 , wherein the ester of glycerol is 
chosen from the group consisting of glyceryl stearate and.glyceryi palmitostearate. 

3. (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 1 , wherein fee-estef -of 
gl¥eef©i4€r- -said aivcervl stearate. glyceryl palmitostearate and mixtures thereof are in an 



amount of from about 60% to about 80% of the ester of the total weight of the mixture of 
the composition.

5. (Withdrawn) The composition as set forth in claim 2, wherein the ester of glycerol Is 
present between about 60% and about 80% by weight of the total mixture of the 
composition.

7. (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 1 , wherein said glyceryl 
stearate, gly ceryl palmitostearate and mixtures thereof are t h e es t er o f-gf yGer o Ms 
present In an amount of between about 70% and about 80% by weight of the totai 
mixture of the composition. 



8. (Withdrawn) The composition as set forth in claim 2, wherein the ester of glycerol is 
present between about 70% and about 80% by weight of the total mixture of the 
composition. 

9. (Withdrawn) The composition as set forth in claim 3, wherein the ester of glycerol is 
present between about 70% and about 80% by weight of the total mixture of the 
composition.

1 1 . (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 1 , wherein the active 
Ingredient Is a pharmaceutical. 

12. (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 1 2? wherein the active

13. (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 3, wherein the active 
ingredient is a p harmaceutical, pharmaceutical^ active ingred i ent. 

14. (Currently amended) The composition as set forth in claim 3 4, wherein the active 
ingredient Is an anti-biotic. a-pharmaceutioal-. 

15. (Withdrawn) The composition as set forth in claim 7, wherein the active ingredient Is 
a pharmaceutical. 

16. (Currently amended) A process for the preparation of a composition intended for the 
oral administration of active ingredients comprising: 

mixing one or more pharmaceutical active ingredients in a molten glyceryl stearate, 

glyceryl palmitostearate or a mixture thereof e st e r of gly cerol: 

optionally adding to the above molten mixture one or more exclpients; and 
spray-cooling the resulting molten mixture b y spr ay i ng using a device equipped with 

a two-fluid nozzle at the top of a tower into which a cold gaseous counter-current is 

optionally introduced. 
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17. (Original) The process as set forth in claim 16, wherein the device is further 
equipped with a fluid ized bed. 

18. (Withdrawn) The process as set forth in claim 16, wherein the ester of glycerol is 
selected from the group consisting of glyceryl stearate and glyceryl palmiiostearaie. 

19. (Currently amended) The process as set forth in claim 16, wherein the molten 
glyceryl stearate, glyceryl pai mitostearate or mixture thereof ester-ol ^lycefol is 
present in an amount of between about 50% and about 85% by weight of the total 
mixture of the composition. 

20. (Withdrawn) The process as set forth in claim 16, wherein the active ingredient is a 
pharmaceutical active ingredient. 
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
